Detroit,. Mich., Aug. 8.—[Special.]— 
When Henry Ford returned from “ get- 
ting the boys out of the trenches by 
Christmas,” 1915, he announced that 
he was going to fight preparedness 
harder than ever. | 

In interviews in Chicago Feb. 5 and 


6, 1916, he said that under his direo- 


tion a new campaign would be launched 
shortly against increases in the army 
and navy and that he was getting to- 
gether “an organization that will be 
just as efficient as my automobile 


business.” 

President Wilson was just finishing 
his tour of the west in a drive for 
preparedness; William Howard Taft, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Elihu Root and 
other publicists were urging America 
to prepare, and all over the country the 
demand for national defense was 
sweeping like a prairie fire. 
| Leads Pacifist Fight. 

By virtue of his money and his 
reputation as a friend of humanity,” 
and a “kindly, genial soul,” two fa- 
vorite phrases in the press agenting, 
Ford became recognized leader im the 
anti-preparedness fight. Bryan had the 
voice, but Ford had the bank.roll, and 


ne had announced that he would sep- 
arate himself from as much as was 
needed to combat the extension of the 
army and navy. 


In September, 1915, word had been 
at Detroit that he would 
spend $10,000,000 “ to combat war and 
its accessories.” Many were willing 
to help Ford spend it: there were 
plenty of volunteers—i v.d's secretary 
was quoted ghortly afterwarus as say- 
ing 600 let a day were pouring 
in since the announcement of the en- 
dowment for peace propaganda.

There was Labor’s National Peace 
council, a pro-German organization 
which was denounced by Samuel Gom- 
pers and the American Federation of 
Labor. 

Its leading officers were indicted for 
trying to stir up strikes in munition 
plants. It was financed by Capt. Franz 
von Rintelen, who was directly con- 
nected with the German government, 
and it was organized by David Lamar 
and others in the pay of Von Rintelen.

Mr. Ford, however, apparently was 
not searching forefacts. His reply on 
Feb. 23 to Mr. Dadmun’s telegram read: 

“A. H. Dadmun, Office of Navy 
League.—News columns, I know, have 
carried denials of Tavenner sharges, 
but mere denial is not refutation. I 
am merely offering newspaper readers 
opportunity to read Tavenner charges 
and form their own conclusions. 

“ Henry Forp.” 

But the Ford-Tavenner campaign ac- 
cidentally let its skimmer leak and the 
Navy league was able to force a pub- 
lic investigation of the charges. 

It happened that on May 1, 1916, 
one of the Ford full page advertise- 
ments was printed directing the public 
to a Tavenner speech, but the adver- 
tisement was released a day or two 
ahead of the printing of the speech 
in the Congressional Record, and for 
once Ford lost the shield of privilege. 
The Navy league immediately brought 
suit for $100,000 for libel and the case 
is still pending in the courts of the 
District of Columbia.
